KIIUGEU ON JAMESON RAID. 

Trnusvaal President Claimed Informa- 
tion Justifying Extraordinary Mili- 
tary Preparations. 

I..oiKlon, .Tan. IC— Mr. ,T. It. Ilobinson, 
the South African millionaire, in a sign- 
ed article in tlie Daily -N'cws this morn- 
ing relate.'^ a conversatiuii he had -with 
President Kruger aud describe.^ several 
interview.-! in "vvliidi the .Iiinieson raid 
was talked over. On one of these occa- 
sions President Kruger .^iiid: 

"Do you uieiVii to tell me tiiat you don't 
know that tlio men who organized and 
cngiuef-red Die raid organized it fur their 
own benetil'.' They luul d(>cidod how 
they would divide the Tr;inr!vaal, how 
each of tl>o parties wa.s to Iiave" certain 
iuteresls in tliis country. Many rcfonuers 
were iiiit in gaol who were perfectly 'n- 
iioeeiit. Tlicy were ignorant of tlie 
sclu^nie.s of tlio men in tlie inner circles. 
Tliere wore only twelve uu-n in that in- 
ner circle, anil they were to divide tlie 
Transvaal nmong theiiiselve.s. 

"Tliey and their companies found the 
money for tlie raid. Do you think we are 
so innocent as not to know that Ithodefi, 
ntetnplioricaili speaking, hold a pistol at 
the heads of -certain men in England and 
said 'to them: 'If you do not support mo, 
I shall deiiounee you und your complicity 
in the raid;' " 

At this stage, according, to Mr. Bobin- 
son, President. JSrager' became more ex- 
cited and shouted so loud that people in 
the street fstopped to listen to the con- 
versation. Mr. Krugi-r tlicn said: "And 
now yini are renionslniting wtli ine 
almiit arming. It is true I am arming, 
and it is beciuisp I see clearly that I 
must defend my country." 

To this Mr. Kohinson repliod: "The 
Itritisli public is aroused. If any at- 
tempt were made again to enter this 
eoiuitry. tliere would be a great outcry in 
Kiiglnnd and tlie iniiierinl aiitlinrities 
Wdiilil t;ike istei)s to pnnis'ii tli<> organizeiti 
and io prevent KUcli free-liuotiiig expedi- 
Hoiis." 

I'resident Kriigi>r approached Jlr. Ttob- 
instm, plai'iMl a Imnd over liis siiniilder, 
made a violent effort to sujipress lii.s ox- 
citemenl, and said: "You mean -well, 
Imt I have lost all confidence. What has 
hnppoiied would tak<!- place again, and I 
am dctGrmined to. guard against it."

Rensburg, Cape Colony, Jan. 15.— The 
Boers this morning attempted to rush a 
hill held by a company of YorliBhjres 
and Xew ZealaudCTs, but were repulsed 
at till' point of tlio bayonet. Tlif Boers 
had 21 moil killed and about 50 wounded. 

The hills command a tract of country 
east of the main position of the Boers 
and they having determined to make an 
attempt to seize the" height, advanced 
cautiously, directing their fire .'it a small 
wall licld by the Yorkshires and compell- 
ing the latter to keep close under cover. 

When the Boers rushed the ■wall the 
Yorkshires fixed bayonets and charged. 
Just at that moment Capt. Maddocks, 
with a .small party of New Zealanders, 
came up and the combined force leaijed 
tlie wall and charged Htraight for the 
enemy, who lied, followed by a withering 
lire at close range. The Boera literally 
tumbled over each othiT in tlieir hurry 
to escape, but the persistent lire of tbo 
British iullicted a heavy los.s. 

Desultory bring continued for home 
time, but the attack was an utter failure 
and the Boers retired to the shelter of 
the small kopjes at the base of the hill. 

FOUR THOUSAND REBELS. 

London, Jan. 15.— A despatch from 
Sterkstroom dated .Monday, 15tli, reiiorts 
that Gen. Gataere's troops made a de- 
monstration beyond Molteno in the din'c- 
tiou of Stormberg, in the belief that the 
Boers intended to seize Molteno. The 
burghers were not .sighted and the British 
remained at Molteno. Arrivals from 
Storniberg estimate that there -were 4,500 
Boerti :it that plafe, mostly xevolted.coi- 
onists and Free ° Staters. President 
Steyu's brother is the londrost. 

Gen. French continues to shell Boer 
positions, but nothing decisive has taken 
place. 



SEIZURE OF GERMAN SHIPS. 

Matter Formally Brought Before Reich- 
stag— Rustsia Credited with Meddle- 
some Intent. 

Berlin. Jan. IC— In the reichstag to- 
day an interpellation signed by Ilerr 
Moeller, National Liberal, and all the 
members of the Reichstag except the 
Social Democrats and Independents, was 
introduced. It -was as follows: 

"Wliat istei)s have the federal govern- 
ment taken in regard, to the eelzure of 
German ships by agents of the English 
governnient'i'" 

In view of the excited condition of pub- 
lic opinion concerning the seizures, the 
interpellation will probably speedily be 
answered. Press comments on the sub- 
ject continue bitter against Great Brit- 
ain. 

Several reports are in circulation that 
Emperor William luus been atikiHl by IIuh- 
sia, Iloilaiid and Belgium to join in an 
intervention movement. While these ru- 
mors are not entirely without foundation, 
tiie lOniiieror remains convinced that 
Great Britain would not accept motUa- 
tion at this stage, and on political and 
personal gtounds he holds aloof from any 
sucii plan. 



SWAZIS l-LOT WITH BOIOIIS. 

British Advised to Send (Iliurkhas to 
I'revent Mischief from That (juarter. 

l.iond<)n, .Ian. 17. — The Durban corres- 
pondent of the Times says: "The Swazi 
Que<Mi-niovher since the deatti of King 
Bunu li.i-s killed ;ill the chiefs who were 
(■ver in England or Ca|)e Town and is 
now plotting with the Boers. 

"Tlie (jitualion may easily be considered 
grave, luul it wouJd be well to send regi- 
ments of Ghurklias to Swaziland imme- 
diately." 



MAFEICING ALL RIGHT. 

Was Last Week Holding Out Pluckily 
as Ever and A^ell Provisioned. 

London, .Tan., 17. — The correspondent

AMERICAN PACIFIC CABLE. 

Naval Officials Urge Its Construction as 
Government Work— Ten Millions 
the Estimated Cost. 

Washington, Jan. iR.— Secretary Long 

and Itear-Admiral Bradford appeared 
before the senate committee on naval 
affairs to-day in advocacy of the con- 
struction of the Pacific cable by the 
government. The Secretary's statement 
was generni and related entirely to the 
feasibility of the plan and its advan- 
tages over doing the work by private 
enleri)rise. 

Renr-Admirnl liradford detailed the 
operations of the collier Nero, which is 
now engaged in making a preliminary 
survey of the proposed line west of 
Ilonohlhi. According to the reports 
made of the iireliminary work, the pro- 
posed cable is entir-ly practicable. It 
is to run from Siiu I-'raiicisco to Hono- 
lulu, thence via .Midwav islauds and 
Guam to Diugala Bay, island of Luzon, 
with a spur fcjr commercial imrposes to 
Ipkohoma. Admiral Bradford estimat- 
ed the cost at $1,050 per knot, which 
With the amount necessary for steamers, 
olllees, etc., would bring the total up to 

.'t;io,ooo,ooo. 

In connection with his statement, 
-■Vdmiral Bradford said that he under- 
stood the average expenses of the war 
department for messages to Manila to 
be about $1,000 per day, and that the 
total of the expenditure of the navy de- 
partment had amounted to $20,000. 

Three Killed in 
Kentucky Feud 



Ex-Congressman Meets Enemy 
in Hotel and Opens Deadly 
i^usitade. 



Spectators Who Fell Victims 
Were Men of Prominence 
And Means. 



By Associated Press. - ' ■ ■ < ■ 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. IC. — Ex-Com- 
gressnian David G. Oolsoi: shot and 
killed Ethelhert Scott, Luther Demaree 
ami Charles Julian, iincl \ slightly 
wotinded James Golden and Harry Mc- 
Ewcng, in the Capitol hotel to-day. 

The killing was the result of a renewal 
of u feud between Colsou and Scott, 
whicli grew up betweeu-Athem while in 
the army lust year. Demaree, Julian 
and Golden were bystanders and wore 
shot by accident. Colsou was shot in 
the urnii but not seriously hurt. After, 
the shooting he went to the residence 
of Chief of Police Williams, near by, 
and gave himself up. Later a warrant 
was sworn out by Clint Fogg, who wit- 
nessed the killing. Fogg says Colson 
shot first. 

Scott, who was the first killed, was 
a nephew of ex-Governor Bradley. De- 
maree was iissistaiit postmaster at Shel- 
byville, and a prominent Itepublican 
I)olitician, and .lulian was one of the 
wealthiest farmers of this county. 

The trouble between Scott und Col- 
son, which began in the army last year, 
resulted in Colson being nbot by Scott, 
and it has been predicted since that one 
or both would be killed should they 
meet as they did to-day. Accounts of 
the killing differ, and it is imposKible to 
give details further than that v<hile Col- 
son and a party of friends wore stand- 
ing in the southwest corner of the hotel 
lobby, Scott came into the hotel, and 
when near Colson the light began. Scott 
on being shot walked backward toward 
the stairway and fell down the stairs 
dead. His liody rolled over against the 
barroom door, and as it did so Colsou, 
who bad followed, shooting at every 
step, lired one or more shots into the 
prostrate form. 

Demaree. who was killed iu the gen- 
eral fusiladc, was shot twice, one ball 
piercing the heart and the other either 
penetrating the heart or. going directly 
under it. Those in the immediate Col- 
son party declined to talk about the af- 
fair, and while it is generally understood 
t!iiit several others were engaged in the 
shooting, no names are given. 

COL. O'CTBR'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Commandant of the Canadians Placed in 
Charge at Belmont.

Col. Buchan, has taken over 
the command of the regiment and with 
his staff, is also installed in the hotel.

VuBfouver, Jnn. 10. — AH miiiiii{,' men 
are talking of the Boscowitz property on 
IIowo Souuil. It has proved of enormous 
(limonsionB and richness. Tho cross-cut 
lias exposed a vein '2(> fei-t wide, ninniuji 
It; in all vnlucK. The [jroperty known as 
the Bi'itauniu group was purchased from 
J. Boscowita by H. C. Walters of Jlon- 
' tnna and J. H. Adams of Vancouver. Mr. 
Adams says when the purchase money is 
paid and tho mine put in shape it "vviU 
have cost himself and his associates 
$200,000. A emelter is to be erected and 
a tramway to the beach throe and a half 
miles distant. Mining men give various 
ctitiniates o£ the extent of the ore-body, 
one that it would take a Brackett tram 
wjth a caiKidty of 1,000 tuns a day ton 
years to haul out the ore in sight. A very 
conservative estimate is that there are 
200,000 tons of $10 oio proved up. 

It seems certain that the Coast cities 
have 11 mine at their very doors of great 
richne.'.s, which has been worked eighteen 
monthtj without the public Icnowing any- 
thing about it. 

A large gang of men are at present 
working on th<.> group and more are being 
put on daily. 

' Mining men arrived Saturday, Jlonday 
and' to-day from Utah, Idaho, Montana, 
'California and "Washingtou, filling all 
available rooms at the Badminton, to 
look at the Britannia property. A score 
of Ameirionn M.B.'a have already report- 
ed that the Britannia group cannot be 
beaten in America, and will no doubt sur- 
pass the Anaconda in the o.Ntent of the 
deiMsit and richness of tho ore. The 
name of the property has already spread 
through the Stales. 

Mr. Walters, one of the owners, says 
it is larger in extent than the War Kagle 
and all other properties put together in 
lioKsland camp, barring the Le Uoi, and 
as big as the biggest lin the world, and 
("nast (■iti(-s wiil lie famed in future for 
their neighborhood to the Britannia cop- 
per mincH.

Dr. Robertson in 
his evidence at the inquest said he could 
not swear that the man had been poison- 
ed, not having had time to have a oliemi- 
cul analysis made of the stomach, but lie 
strongly suspected that poison had caus- 
ed deatli. The iiKiuesl wius, therefori-, 
adjourned ^lutil Friday to allow an an- 
alysis to be made. 

The deceatscd left the city on Monday 
inuruiiig with a companion and ou tlie 
road cuinplaineil of illness. His conipaii- 
ioii left^ him and continued on his jour- 
ney. There were a number of euiptv 
medical bottles bearing .lapanese labels iii 
his pockets, but the Japaiieses who ('X- 
animed them say they had contained 
harmless liuids. However, they 'Will be ex- 
amined by a chemist.

For the last day or two everyone has 
thought that he was nearly forty niilo: 
in the other direction, leading and ad 
vaiK'o aoross the Tugola from the viciu 
ity of Springfield. Weenan is further east 
of Frere than .Springfield is woist of that 
town. Some days a;;o there was nor 
little newspaper speculation as to the 
probability of an advance by way of 
Weenan. The Colonist was oritieized

Rtagersfonteiu 
most have become very nearly untenable 
by the l?oers, whoso attention to sanitary 
conditions its extremely meagre, and 
whoso losses from our artillery fire must 
■be great. 

Gen. Gatacro reports that he has re- 
oecnpied Molteno. It will he reiULMnbered 
that he withdrew from this point not 
yery Jong ago. Whctlior the absence of 
the enemy from Molteno means that a 
■ portion of the force opposed to Gataero's 
volumu has been withdrawn or isimply 
that a concentration at Stormberg has 
taken place is not told. 

Gen, French continues to report small 
i<uccpsses, but the engagoniont in which 
twenty-one Boers were killwi and fifty 
wounded by the bayonet must have been 
lively wliile it lasted.

A SORRY SPBOTACLB. 
I __ 

Yesterday the members of the govern- 
niont and their supporters sat dumb in 
their seats under a vigorous attack from 
the opposition. This cannot he oxcuseil 
on the ground that the opposition are ear- 
tying on an obstametive debate, for noth- 
ing is further from the truth.. The 
spcoclics fTom the left of Mr. Speaker are 
legitimate and to tlie point. They are 
severe aTraignments of the government 
policy and ought to be replied to If any- 
thing can be said in reply wliieli the 
Ivouse or the country will accept .is ^jatis- 
factory. The financial record of the irov- 
ornment has been severely criticized by 
the ex-Finance Alinister. Mr. Turner 
showed beyond reasonable doulit that 
Mr. Cotton made a mesa of his loan. lie 
charged that direct mis-statements have 
been put in a provin<M,al prospectue; and 
lin the Ijieutenant-riovonior's Speech, 
lie showed that the credit of the pro- 
vince was falling as compared with thar 
of other provinces. But not a single 
word has .iny member of tlie governnieiif, 
or a single government supporter, said in 
reply. Mr. SeniHn promised an answer, 
but none ha« been forthcoming, although 
it is a rule of debate for a government to 
proiiiplly nn'ol such critic-isms witli sneh 
expl:inal i(in< .-is llicy have to hITit.

A FERRY TO THE MAINLAND. 

The new proposal that is liefore the 
city council looking to the estalilislmu'iit 
of ferry connection with the .Mainland 
ought not to be thrown aside lightly. Tli 
people behind it, whose iiientity will 
doiditless be die-closed in gooil time, have 
asked for thirty days to make their offer 
in definite form. The advocates of the 
Victoria-Chilliwack echemo think this too 
long, because they say it mny prevent the 
unnamed promoters of that enterprisi 
from applying to the legislature for the 
necessary ])Owers. AVo do not see tin: 
force of this, although there may be 
some undisclofiod reason why it is not ex- 
pedient to go on with the application for 
e;,'islation pending the passage of the by- 
aw. Our view of the case has been that 
the [iroinoters of the by-luw ought to se- 
cure the needed legislation before asking 
till? city to take ritock in the enterprise. 
They may fail to get the legislation, or it 
may be surrounded with such comlitioiis 
as will defeat the project even if the citi- 
zens should decide to take the stock. The 
delay in submitting the by-low to the 
people need not, as we nndorstand the 
matter, in any way affect the incorpora- 
tion of the company. There would be 
some advantage in having the company 
iiK'orporated before the by-law is submit- 
t(>d, because rlie citizens could find out 
who the promoters of the undertaking 
are, a piei-e of valnal)le inforniatinu that 
no one has bora yet able to elicit. The 
solicitors having the new- propo.sal in 
charge say that their clients are abund- 
antly able to carry out their undertaking, 
and nnder the circumstances we ilo not 
think their recinest for time imreasonalile. 
especially as no one has yet undei-talien 
to say that lli(> promoters of the in-esent 
liy-law are in a position to do anything 
\v hatever. 

'I'he new proposal has the merit of be- 
iiiK delinite. .V maximnm sum is fixed 
lieyoud which the city will never be call- 
(•d upon to pay, and the amount may be 
diminished. Indeed it is likely to be 
i-(>diiced to ;:ero as business is develoiied.

THE MEEK AND LOWLY BOER. 

David Livingstone, missionary and ex- 
plorer, has been dead long enough to pre- 
clude the suggestion that he was an einiH- 
sary of Mr. C'/hanibi-rlain. Ilis opinions 
of the Boors will, therefore, bo accepted 
as at least nubiassod by recent events in 
South Africa. We give some extracts 
from hiis writings, which we commend to 
th(^ few i)eo|)l(^ who bewail because "their 
lirotlii>r Boer" is likely to be smashed in 
till- very near iutiire. After speaking of 
the trek of the Boers to get rid of British 
rule, which they boasted was to enable 
them to accord ' proper treatment to the 
Hottentots, he says: "It is almost need- 
less to add that proper treatment has al- 
wa.\-^i contained in it the e.ssontial element 
of slavery, namely, compulsory^ unpaid 
labor." Ue tells that "the Boers hate 
missionaries," and that one of their lead- 
ers declared tlieir attention to "attack 
any tribe that would receivi' theni." Ho 
afflrms that "their church is, and always 
has been, the great bulwark of cattle- 
lifting and kalllr-maranding." lie says 
in another place: "The Boers kill the 
blacks without enmpnnetion and with- 
out provocation, because they believe they 
have no souls." He tells us: "When al 
war, the Boors forced the natives to Jis- 
sist them, and sent them before them in- 
to battle to encounter the battle axcH of 
their opponents, whili' the IJntch fired in 
safety over the heads of their native al- 
lies." This is quite in keeping with 
Kruger's message dii-ecting (hat the Free 
Staters shoulil be placed in the front. 
Such are the ixople who aimed at erect- 
ing a Dutch republic to include all South 
Africa. 'I'he plot has been chocked none 
too soon. Well may the Illinois Metho- 
dist Journal declare the war to be "«iun- 
rise for the children of Ham."

There con be no doubting the fact that 
the intelligent men and women wlio 
filled the galleries at the legislative liall 
yesterday were very much disapi>ointed.

Tlio members of the opposi- 
tion were ready, and tour forceful 
speeches were given in arraignment ot 
the so-called policy of the gentlemen 
opposite, but these gentlemen sat silent. 
Instead ot giving answers to the facts 
and arguments adduced by their politi- 
cal opponents, they evidenced a desire 
to press through the reply to the speech 
liy the f(n-ce of vlicir insignificant niiijor- 
itv. Not even lion. i>lr. Cotton, whose 
associates Iiiid asserted that h(^ would 
b(? found ready and capable to refute 
ali the statements and ('onclusions of 
the opposition, manifested the slightest 
intention of rising on any of the three 
occasions when the " ([uestion " was 
ort'ered to tho house, and had it not becu 
for the efforts of the opposition to con- 
limie the debate in tho hope that some 
e.\i)laiiations might be secured from the 
government that would be calculated to 
satisfy the house and the country, the 
consideration of His Honor's address 
must have closed with none Of the points 
raised by tho gentlemen on Mr. 
Speaker's left answered or refuted. As 
it was the house and visitors — an un- 
usually miscellaneous gathering, inas- 
much as tho Victoria public was for the 
occasion largely reinforced by just-re- 
turned Klondikers and moiiibers of the 
li'rederick Wardo company— listened to 
four excellent and practical addresses 
from Mr. McPhiliips (Victoria City I, who 
liad adjourned the debate on Monday 
evening; Mr, A. AV. Smith (West Dil- 
looet); .Mr. .1. P. Booth (Nortli Vic- 
toria); and Mr. R. AIcBridc (Dewdnoy), 
tlie latter gentleman liaving tlie floor at 
(! o'clock and moving the adjournment.

PIOTITION. 

On the opening ot the house at 2:15, 
prayers again being dispensed with, a 
pet ii ion was presented by Mr. Ralph 
Sniiih from residents of Nanaimo dis- 
trict, praying for the settlement of cer- 
tain grievances relative to minerals 
within the Esquiraalt & Nanaimo rail- 
way belt. This question, it was ex-

Mil. McPIIlDLn'S, continuing tlie 
debate upon the speech from the throne, 
ri'gretlcil that any member should have 
.'iveii the advice to the house that the 
legislation which had been disallowed 
hy the federal authorities should be im- 
uieilialely re-enacted. Such a policy, if 
acted niji>n iiersistently, would prccipi- 
l.atc revolution, and he regretted that 
the junior mi'mlier for Vancouver — 

Hon. Mr. Oitton here rose to a point 
iif order. He bad noticed that freiiuent 
reference bad lieen made to the juiii(U' 
member for A'ancouver, Mr. iMartin 
lieing iiicant. during the course of the 
present debate. Since the three hye- 
(dcetioiis in A'anc(Uiver. he undiM'stood 
Mr. .Macpherson to be senior, himself 
second, Mr, Martin third, and Mr. Tis- 
dttll fourth member. He did not wish 



to interrupt the menilier for Victoria 
City iu bis interesting remarks, but 
thought that no confusion should be 
created by uiiiutended reference to mem- 
bers. 

.Mr. Mci'hillips held that it might per- 
haps 1m! well for Mr. Speaker to define 
the matter of iireccdence among the 
Vancouver members. As it was, one 
scarcely knew how to term Mr. .losi'pli 
.Martin when referring to hiiu in debate. 

Col. Baker, with reference to tin 
poetical contribution to the debate o? 
the IM-esidciu of the Council on Monday, 
suggested tliilt th(? nuinlier referri'd to 
might possibly be styk'd " the fallen 
angel." (Laughter), 

tjontiniiing, Mr. McPliillips hold that 
tlie acts of the legislature which had 
been disallowed by the federal authori- 
ties had properly been disallowed on the 
ground of unconstitutionality. 

'I'liis Mr. Martin rose to deny. The 
.Vlieii Labor Act had been disallowed at 
the siiecial request of the Imperial auth- 
orities, and without reference to, or 
challenge of, its constitutionality. 

Mr. McPhiliips could not accept this 
as a true statement of the facts, and 
hold that the report of the Minister of 
.lusticc supported his contention that 
that learned gentleman shared bis 
opinion that the legislation in iiuestiou 
was ultra virc-s, although the qiicstiou 
Imperial policy had also played a 
conspicuous part in tho disollowance. 
He maintained with emphasis that it 
would have hi'cn both tinwise and wrong 
in prijiciplc to re-enact laws that had 
been passed ui)oii by tho higher authori- 
ties; and that instead the province 
liouUl endeavor to doviso some line ot 
action in harmony with (not antagoniz- 
ing) Federal and Imperial purpose and 
policy, to bring about tho desired result. 
.\ conference should bo arranged with 
the Dominion iiiilhoritiesi and the legis- 
lation might ver.v well be re-enacted 
when the provini.'e was permitted so to 
do, this being the proper, constitutiontil 
and only course open to legislators iip- 
jireciatiiig their resiionsibilities, which 
inclndeil the firm niaiiitenanco of and 
lespect for the law. 

AVilli reference to the railway law, lie 
objecti'd strongly to that portion with- 
holding iirovincial aid from an.v railway 
devised to open up and beuolit the prov- 
ince whi(di might siiliseeuently secure 
Doniiniou iucorpm-iition and apply for 
Dominion financial aid; and he con- 
demned as ubHurd and suicidal the pres- 
ent policy of the government, the sole 
effect of which was to place dbslaclcs in 
the way of provincial development. It 
was a iMilicy by which British Columbia, 
while the ri'sideiits of the provini'e were 
conlhiually referring to the small return 
received from the Dominion for the col- 
lections made in the province to the 
federal treasury, British Coliinibia was 
absolutely deprived hy the act of its own 
legislature from receiving its shart> of 
assistance from the Doiiiinion of (;an- 
adii. 

Reverliiig to the Pacific cable (dl'er, of- 
which considerable had liceii said by 
varions speakers, he noted by the news- 
papers that Hon. .Mr. Cotton had inter- 
jected on .Monday afteriiouii that he 
I.Mr. .Mci'hillips) was wrong in his con- 
clusions. He would ask the .Minister 
of Finance to say now if it was not true 
that he had (or the government bad) 
offerod to contribute a million dollars 
toward the cost of securing the proposed 
Pacific cable? 

Hon. Mr. Cotton held that it would 
not bo proper for him to interrupt so 
eloquent an address. 

In the absence of the desired reply. 
Mr. McPhiliips maintnined that as 
reasonable men the members of the 
house must us.sumc that the offer had 
lieeii Miado as stated; and this being 
the case, ho asked the honorable mem- 
beri, whether tlie.v c!.-nld approve oC such 
an offer. 

He ne.\t touched upon the bad legis- 
lation of last: session— more cspi'cially 
the Alien lOxclusioii act, by which it was 
iiiipossihle for foreign <'oniiiani(?s, even 
companies organized in lOngljind or 
I'histern Canada, to invest tbeir capital 
in the pliicer mines ot this province. 
Ilioiis.-inils upon thousands of dollars 
bc'ing thereby lost t,i the country. He

Mid tlint tho legislation of the .present 
fKOvernmcnt had been so (letrimv-'iUul to 
;the interests of the coJuitry as to iu- 
. count for the prcscut diOlcniltios of Uie 
.ininiHtrv, luul pliice tho lulministratiou 
in such oxtroniitios that they were 
.afraid to name one <ii' their .lollowinK' 
for n cabinet posiliou. feolinK Uuit m) 
•one going to the pe>iplo in their name 
could hope to receive ;m expression ol 
public confidence. Ho instanced the 
■ eancellntion of Victoria's voters list us 
an evidence of Kovcrnnieilt autiiHOUism 
to the Capital City, and hold that tlie 
policy of the Roveinnient had been sucU 
that tho people couUl no longer give tlie 
ministry their coutideuce-fhat it had 
been a policy to retard rather than pro- 
mote the upbuildinK of British Colum- 
bia and stimulate its .prosperity. 1-ho 
member for Victoria City closed with, an 
eloquent tribute to the -clean political 
, career and personal -»voFtU of Hon. .Mr. 

^'iulr'A. W. SMITH (West Lillooet) 
followed the junior inomber for Victoria 
in criticism of Hie gorernment policy. 
He congratulated tlic mover and the 
seconder of the ropiy upon the success 
of their efforts, and held that they were 
fortunate in haviuK come from very 
prosnerouB towns of tho Main and, 
through which fact they were enabled— 
without touehins upon anythiiij,' eou- 
tainod in the speech itself— to fill "h the 
deficiencies of that document with flat- 
tering figures testifying to the general 
prosperity of tho cities for which they 
spoke more particularly. 

While ho had not the good fortune oC 
omiug from Vnncouvor or Itossland, 
while Ijillooct was us yet not in a posi- 
. tion to rival eitlier of those towns in 
population or iiini'irlaiiee, he had the 
honor of addrcssiii- 1lie bouse as Ihe 
representative of » district tliiit he hoped 
he would bo able 'o show was as rich 
in natural resouri-"s. as full of great 
potentialities, as -any in Hritish Coluni- 
bin; and he could only hope woidd in 
the very near future be alile to show a 
devfloiiineiil and a .jrosiierity e(inal to 
that of any part of tin-' province. (Hear, 
hear). 

He joined heartily in file expressions 
of loyalty and di'votion to tlie llaj: tliat 
had been made (v\im both sides of the 
house in relation to the war now in pro- 
gress, and lield that it was one thing to 
the er<dit of the governinont that tlioy 
had taken the right stand in -siiizing the 
first .opportunity to place l$ritish Colum- 
bia's! loj ally on record in a most sigiiili- 
cant way. (Applause). 

So much had been said on the subject 
of the war, and it nas a topic upon 
■.which British Columhiaiis of both jtar- 
ties, and, indeed, of all sliades of poli- 
tics, were so thorou-shly agreed that it 
was unnecessary for him to pursue the 
matter further than to say tliat he was 
one with everything that 'bad been said 
for the cause of Britain .-and 'Britisli 
unity, or for the improvement of tlie 
'Position of those hcruie fellows Who dind 
.gone forth to fight the .hattles of tlie 
'ISiapirc on the battlcficMB 'Of Sontli 
Africa. (Applaiise). 

To take up the spt^h itself— it cer- 
tainly was remarkable for It.s "meagro- 
mess; the subjects of pnblic import that 
'.had not been dealt with far outnumbered 
those to which ho noted reference iiad 
Ibeenimade. And concerning one of the 
latter, which certainly would bo of very 
^speOilll interest to all parts or sectionH of 
-flio couiitr.v, namely the stated deeroaso 
■or remissions of taxation — h« regretted 
that ho was not in a position to agree 
with the iinnouiicomeiit of tho gOTerii- 
ment. It certainly appeannl to him t'hat 
flioro 'liad been an increase of tnxjition 
rather than a decrease. (Hear, hear). 

The only remission of taxation that 
conld 'bo rightly referred to as such was 
that resultant from the cancellation <if 
the law requiring working miners to 
poKKes,s free miners' cevtilic'ates. 

On tlio other luiiiil, the lienor license 
fws had Ikm'ii doubled, and in many 
cases the amount for thi- whole .vear 
had boon collected and credited during 
tlio first six months, thereby giving the 
revenuo appearing in the iniblic accounts 
for tho half-year an altogether lictilions 
inflation. Those license moneys were 
in reality not duo, and in tlie ordinary 
course of businos.s would have boon col- 
lected during the last half of tho year, 
yet they had been deposited In the treas- 
ury prior to.the30th of June, and the 
. revenue had thus been substantially in- 
jjcrettsed, with a false foundation for 
vigovernmental self-co»igratulatlon. . 
■j-x. N6ip Was this the only Iiehd of taxa- 
«on inrwhloh thene had been a marked 
■•thercasc. The collections for crown 
gnints, for ■,v-<->^,...<i«., ..i ,. for inin- 
-frnl claims and for niill-sitos all had 
be<-ii (louhled, and tho registration foes 
had 1w."en increaHe<l so percejitildy as to 
occasiijii general expres.sions of ilissatis- 
. fiietion (lironghoiit the province. 

'raking all those into coiisiih'rat ion, he 
could not agree that tlii> country wns to 
be congratulaf ed upon any remission of 
taxation in proportion to the iiicre.-iso of 
revenue that was made possible by these 

• direct and undesirMble increases. In- 

• deed, nil things being equal, those in- 
fCtQaste^ J3j|}9i]ld >hAyc orerbalauc«d - the 



ill (liictioir.-i for (!e. iT:i~e<l cotleclions and 
lett a iiiuidi greali'i- balaiiee to the ad- 
v inla-e of tho revenue. With respect 
to ihe Columbia & Wostem railway, 
„i„l the proposal indicuteil for SUbsti- 
tuiiug a cash subsidy tor the land_ grant 
i.he.uiv passed by the legislature, it was 
impossible to speak in other than geuernl 
tenns without knowing the exact nature 
of the bargain proposed to bo mm o il- 
luecu the railway company and tlio 
gnverument as to the terms upon which 
il was suggested rto buy back the grant 
of land in nuestiou. In Uu- absence oC 
specific information on this point oiu 
could not say whether the proposal was 
to bo endorsed as a ousinoss proposi ion 
or not, but speaking generally he had 
always been opposed to tno giving oi 
subsidies for the promotion ol rail\Nay 
construction-it had boon on this point 
that he had faile.l to agree with I s 
partv when that party directed the 
goveVnment of the <'Ountry. 

r.ritish Columbia had much land, l)ut 
verv little money. Ho therefore thought 
that wlien tho province, by giving _ a 
reasonable amount of this otherwise 
waste land, could promoto tho opening 
ui) of railwavs tliriuigh tho country it 
was better that this should bo done than 
that a cash subsidy should bo presented 
—for the cash had to be borrowed upon 
the <M-edit of the province, whereas the 
laud was in iiossessioti of the province, 
and useless unless avenues of comnuini- 
catioii were provided. , « i , i„ 

\s to the value of these puhlic lands, 
sucli as it was now proposed to roliovo 
Ihe C 1' B. of— much depended of 
course' fup'on the character and quality 
of the lands themselves; and from uis 
own knowledge of the land in tho In- 
terior, for one aero that was fit for agri- 
cultural purposes there would be found 
a thousand upon which a practical, hanl- 
htadcd farmer could' not pay taxes if it 
were given him gratis. 

I'or this reason he would continue to 
maintain that the giving of land grants 
was pireforahle to the giving of money as 
a genoral rule, where either one or the 
other was imperative to promote rail- 
way construction. The ailvantage ol 
the land throughout the Interior— tlie 
value of the land was insignilicant as a 
rule in comparison wit;li the value ot 
the minerals; and no would always be 
found ready to insist-as ho had done 
in tho past— that no niiuerul rights 
should pass with the grants, and that 
settlei-s and farmers should bo secured 
in their ability at: any time to obtain the 
land at a reasonabli! jirice. 

Touching the (luestiou of redistribu- 
tion, or partial redistribution, induate<l 
in tlio speccdl. ho felt compelled to con- 
trast the present policy of the govorii- 
ncnt with the policy declared to be 
tlieirs bv these same gentlemen when m 
opposition— their contentions then being 
alwavs to the effect that a thorough re- 
distribution of Mic province should bo 
made. They had condemned as not 
sulliriontly l>'road every measure in the 
iiatiiri' of redistrilnitiou that had been 
brought forivard l>y the government of 
tliat dav. and had asserted that when 
they should be given the reins of power 
<ino' of their first actions would be to 
ariango for the projier representation of 
all sections of the pro\-inc'0 upon a fair 
and imiiartial plan. 

It was on this declaration, among 
others, icideod, thjit the opposition of 
that time had faced tho last elections, 
yet in tho tuo sessions since then tliero 
iiad boon given no indication of their 
iiiteiilion to redeem ilieir promise to the 
t:h <'tors. To be consistent they should 
have been the last in tho world as a 
government to suggest a measure of 
redistribution lliat could be regarded as 
a partial one. (Applause). 

He f(dt eouiiKdIeil to agree with other 
honoralile gentlemen who had preceded 
him— that if any further re<iistribut ion 
were taken in hand it should be a 
thorough re<listribiitioii of all tho prov- 
ince — a re-arrangement of const itnoiicies 
througli and through. 

Th(! government had iiidicatotl an in- 
tention to provide a road through the 
Kitimaat vallo.v, and as ho was always 
in favor of and in ac'cord with any 
government polic.v that aimed to give 
access to the co?nrtr.v to miners and 
sei tiers, and thus promote the settli'- 
ment and the devidoi)meiit of the coun- 
try, he would i)roiiabl.v snpiiorl the 
government in this ineasurc. He might 
sa.v that hi? did not know vor.v much of 
tho [larticiilar secfioii of tlii> country 
that it was proposed to benefit, hut ho 
presumed that tho govonmiont hud se- 
cured and would lay before the house 
such Information as to tho extent and 
resources of that country as would jus- 
tify tlie step Ihey had indicated an inten- 
tion of asking the Iiouho to take. 

Of the iioad to Oiuineca, lie was aware 
that the character of the country to lie 
penetrated was such as to justify the 
e.\|)ectati(>u of large and important di^ 
vclopmcnt .and a considerable incre ase 
of Industrial popuhitton. I<arge n~inounts 
of money were Involved in the construc- 
tion of these , two,, roads, and while he 
was not prepared to saytbat they were 
not roads that should be built, ho hoped 
that in consideration of the neceHsiiies 
of the country the government would ho 
prepared to luako the neccssnry appro- 
liriation.s to ponnit of fihort lines of com- 
munication being opened lip "tliroughout 
tho interior, to facilit.ito tho opening up 
of the mines by giving iugross to miners 
mil machineiy. and also the ■ takiiig . up 
of iaiid by agricultural .settlers who in 
the absence of thc.so...m6iifr. necessary- 
short Jin^B vwere,. preye^ilcdiiip:^; a^Vory. 
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appreciable extent from opening up tho 
country. (Hear, hear). 

If while providing for such roads as 
those referred to in Hi» Honor's speech, 
involving large expenditures of puhlic 
money, the government wouhl not neglect 
tho less expensive but e<iually if not 
more important short linos to which he 
had referred, they wouhl show them- 
selves alive to the best interests of tho 
country; and iu so doing would have 
his sympathy and active siipi)ort. (Ap- 
lilause). It was only by intciligeiit ap- 
preciation of the small wants of the 
country, as well :'.s the largo, that a 
goveruiuent showed itself alive in tho 
fullest and best sense to the responsi- 
bilities and duties or its position. 

He was glad to see that amendments 
to the Liquor License Act were contem- 
plated. Such amondmonts wore wanted 
and when they should bo offered to the 
lioiise ho hoped that they would provide 
for the odicers of the police exercising 
stricter oversight with respect to all 
licensed promises, so that tho business 
carried on under license should not be 
improperly conducted, or degencsate into 
a nuisance to the neighborhood. 

He regretted to see that no mention 
had been made of the farming industry 
iu Uis Honor's speech. He could not 
account for this striking omission, and 
did not think that anyone would accuse 
the government of feeling so small a 
iiu asure of interest in agriculture as 
absence of reforenco to this industry 
would appear to indicate. (Applause). 

A country might become temporarily 
prosperous by tlio development of mining 
industfy, but the fact should, neverthe- 
less, not bo lost sight of that the develop- 
ment of .' gricultiirc should wherever pos- 
sible proceed simultaneously if the pros- 
l)erit.v was to be continued to the greatest 
extent, and the country become self-sus- 
taining. (Aiiplause.) Me .sincerely hope<l 
that while mention of agriculture had 
been omitted in the siieecli, the govern- 
ment had not entirely forgotten the farm- 
er, and would do what lay in their jiower 
to iinijrove his position and increase his 
chiinces of suc'cesr;. 

The mini)".' iuiliisti'y. too, in cnnii)ari- 
son with il.^ great iin|>ortance to Kritisli 
Coliinihia, had received very scant at- 
toiitioii in the ses^sional prog-rainme — in 
fact practically nothing hail heeu Miid, 
and he was quite at a loss to account for 
this. Was it because the ill-advised leg- 
islation of last- session had already prov- 
i^ii itself so imfavorable in its effect upon 
the industry that the government could 
no longer refer in glowing terms of pride 
to tlie advancement and condition of min- 
ing as they had in other years? 

He recalled how even one yeiir ago the 
speech congratulated the house and coun- 
try upon the splendid progress and con- 
dition of mining; and was not inclined to 
bidievo tliat the .same terms of con- 
gratulation could have been olTered to the 
house at the i>ro.seiit time. There could 
be no question that tho country had suf- 
fered materially by the leg-islation of last 
se.ssioii— chiefly through the alien act and 
tiie eight-hour law, which had operated 
most (iisadvautiigeoiwly iu the Atlin coun- 
try and in tho Kootenay. He had had 
long experience in tlie various districts of 
the province, and he could not recall a 
goveriinieiit which in so short a time had 
accomplished so much damage to a great 
industry of the .country. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho legislation of last session — iU-advi/icd 
it certainly was — ha<l certainly greatly 
iins<ntled the conditions of the mining in- 
dustry; it had ••intagonized labor and capi- 
tal ill a manner that could not tail to 
ojierato to the disadvantage of the ])ro- 
viiico. Som<' of tlujse who had been de- 
trimentally affe<-ted by tin.' passage of 
the measure in question were already 
taking steps towards recovery of sub- 
stantial damages from the provmct: — 
this government— and he hoped that when 
the Minister of Mines came to address 
the house ho would give the members fHiU 
information in this ■.•onue<Jtion. 

Still dealing with the subject of min- 
ing, the niembor directed the attention of 
the house to tho effect of the repeiU last 
.'session of section 8 of the Placer Mining 
Act— nothing being substituted. ThiK ac- 
tion had provided explicit penaltiedi for 
mining -without first taking out u fr.'o 
minors certificate, and the result had 
been as ho had anticipated, that a very 
larg.. number of (.lliinese and other aliens 
had done mining all through tho past 
s(>iit^oii witlunit the contribution of one 
i!eiit of revenue to the province. Tiio 
goveriinieiit could not i)load ignorance of 
the probable efl'ect of this repeal of sec- 
tion 8, for when llio matter was under 
consideration by the house last sesssion. 
he had crossed the lloor of the house and 
explained to the Mini.-;, ;- ,,i i'"iiianee and 
the .Minister of .Mines ihe efTert tliat the 
cancellation would necessarily have un- 
loBs a portion at least were re-enacted. 

Tho result, as he had .said, was that 
hundreds of Chinese liad beeji permitted 
to work without licenses removing ilio 
gold iiC the country— besidcK many for- 
eigners of other nationalities. 'The house 
iiad he;ird critieisims during many years 
ni)on the Jate government in connection 
with its .•illeged attitude towards tiio 
<'liim-.-<e— it ha<l been calle<l the .Mongol- 
ian government— but that government had 
certainly never done .^o niucli for the ad- 
vantage of Ihe (Chinese and the disjidvan- 
tage of the white population as h.ad this 
pretjont goveriiiiient in striking out these 
seecious of tlie old and workable law, and 
thws'pqrmiting Chinese to work the idac- 
ere •without paying iiiiglit to the couui rv. 

He noted that, he had heen persistentiv 
attaelced,6r,late. ill timt vahiable jiaper, 
the: Kaiiilpops Sentinel, as a friend and 
employer - of . "Chfnesei. ; , , The . attacks iu 
q uostioh ;hajil-'oc(lasf6ned ^ 

• ■■- -..1n n>r.'.w.r.-l). -j-. .'.a. . i 



tress nor uncnsinoss, however, ns he had 
taken tho first and every occasion on tho 
platform and otherwise to jiroperly i-f;- 
fnte them. Ho had been able on these 
occasions, as iio did now in the house, to 
challenge an.vouo to deny that in all the 
various pursuits in which he had from 
time to time been engaged, he had never 
enii>loyed ;i ('liinaiunn in any capacity. 
(Applause. I 

Another point of ih(> law of mining 
as at present constituted which was cal- 
culated to work disadvantage to the 
province, and was indeed doing so, was 
that apiilviiig to the holding of hydraulic 
propi'rtie.s by lease. There appeared no 
cogent or sulliciont reason why the same 
protection should not he given tho capit- 
alist investing his money in an hy- 
lirniilieing proposition as to his fellow 
putting his money into a quartz mine. 
Vet the one eould secure a crown grant 
of ilie property with very little difllculty; 
the other could not. 

Security additional to the lease had 
been fouiid in practice to bo absolutely 
es-iontial to facilitate the enlistment of 
capital, and ho declared he could never 
understand why placer mining by im- 
proved methods had boon so handi- 
capped as under this special feature of 
the law It was far from correct to 
assume that the opening up of a quartz 
mine involved expense and the introc.uc- 
lion of inaehinory, while the handling ot 
a idacer property did not. _ 

On the contrary the working of a large 
hvdrauliciiig property would bo found 
every bit as expensive as the working 
of a quartz mine. There should there- 
fore be the same security obtainable in 
the form of a crown grant, after the 
lapse of a certain time and the comple- 
tion ot certain work, as in the case of 
quartz. , , ,. 

Why, he asked, should not hydraulic 
mining be treate<l as favorably as quart/, 
mining? Wherein did tlio one benefit 
tho country, and tho other fail? Ho 
hoped that tho injustice herein would 
bo recognized and mot by the house, and 
tho changes made that would enable 
hvdraulie properties to appeal to capital 
with eipial security, and therefore eipKil 
ehance of success, as ojierators in (piartz. 

Siuee the last session of the house it 
would be remembered an oriler-in-eouneil 
had lieeii passed repealing section I! of 
the riucer .Mining -Vet and Section S of 
the Mineral Act. He had not heard 
any reason advanced Tor this action, 
nlthongii he was quite prepared to ad- 
mit that there must be some very good 
and cogent reason lo justify the govern- 
ment ill so serious a stop as virtually 
setting asidi? two statutes of the prov- 
ince. He hoped tho government would 
exiilain tliesi! reasons at the earliest con- 
venient date. 

The iioint of the sectioiis in question 
was that mining recorders under certain 
circumstances were enabled to perform 
tho duties ot gold commissioners; and 
tho result of the order-ln-council was 
to make much additional and unneces- 
sary work for the miner. He had no 
doiibt the diOlculty arising out of this 
governmental action was seriously felt 
in Cariboo — It certainly was in liillooet 
— and possibly it was also in Kootenay. 
although there the gold commissioners 
were closer together, and tho difllculty 
would thereby be lessened. 

Referring briefly to the ditliculties of 
communication as bearing permanently 
upon the operation of this change in the 
law, tho member for West Lillooet 
passed to a consideration ot tho cliange 
in the boundaries of mining divisions. 
In IdlliKiet particularly — he could not 
s|ieak for the other divisions— the new 
regulations had worked clumsily and 
disadvaiilageously. T;ike for example 
the soutlic'.'ist line of IJIIooet division, 
whieli had heretofore been the boundary 
of Vale. This now regulation had 
sliifti'd this line u)) within live miles of 
the town of Lillooet, and yet instead of 
going to Lillooet twithin sight) to record, 
the (diiini owner was forced to travid to 
Lyttou or Asli<M»l't, 0-1 miU^ or !)0 mih'S 
away. 

'fliis of course jiut the miners to great 
ex]iense as well as unnecessary dilflculty, 
and should not have been made. There 
must ill reason lia-v-e been some very 
strong reason for this, too, upon whieli 
ho woiiUb'be glad to hear from the Min- 
ister of Mines— while he hoped that it 
would be foimd not yet' too late to rem- 
eily the difllculty. The new boundaries 
wore no more natural boundaries than 
tho old lines for mining divisions, which 
had always been found convenient, and 
would still meet all the wishes and ne- 
cessities of the miners and the public if 
the government would only permit them 
to continue. 

As for the general interests ot the 
district that he had the honor of repre- 
senting, there was at present a large 
amount of mining development in pro- 
gress in the mining centres of that dis- 
trict, and tlu^so engaged were working 
at much', disadvantage through the in- 
ade(iuac.v of suitnblo roads and trails 
over which to get in machinery and 
suiiplies for the (levolopiuent of their 
properties. Ho trusted tliat the goverii- 
iiKMit would realize the necessity of im- 
lU'oviiig these meiins of crinimuiiication, 
l).v giviii),' the district a fair share' of the 
public appri>|u-iations, not forgetting that 
the district had always been a good pro- 
ducer of r<'Veniio. U might not be largi' 
in liopulan'oii iis yet. but it would be 
found to have always returned more 
than it received from the public purse. 
'J'liis ye.ir it had indeed returned more 
revenue than had ever been asked for 
by the iiiciuhors ill. works and improve- 
ments-required, iojr ,;tlie;;.flpeiiiug;. up, and. 
•juakiug .productive -oi? 4 tlje distnct— this 



was a fact that should not, and ho hoped 
would not. be lost sight ot in the prepar- 
ation i>f tho estimates. 

There wa.s another matter— while the 
district was an eminently liealtliy one, it 
was as all mining districts, liable at any 
time to he tho scene of inining accidents, 
and the necessity of immediate mwlical or 
surgical aid was therefore aiiparent. let 
the district of Lillooet was the only one 
in tho province wiiere tlie government 
had up to date given no aid to tlie main- 
teminco of a hospital, ot bonus for tlio 
seeuriug oi a reniilent physician. 

Next taking up the conditions prevail- 
ing in tho mines themselves, the mem- 
ber for West Lillooet said that while per- 
haps at the in-esent time there was little 
for the inspector of metalliferoug mines 
to do, ho hoped that that offlcial would 
visit Lillooi-t. There had been much 
complaint that the veiitillltiou in a num- 
ber of the miiu-s was not up to the st and- 
ard required by the law. He thought i 
would be a wise thing if the Minister ol 
Mines would aBC<!rtain at the earliest pos- 
sible date if suincient precautions were 
taken to assure the workmen tho siifli- 
cient supply of air that they were enOtled 
to under the law. 

In answer to a quofition by tho minis- 
tor Mr. Smith said ho referred more par- 
ti<'uliirlv to the Bon d'Or, hut the noces- 
<\t\ of inspis-tion to which he reforrPd n.p- 
pli'ed to all the mines. Tho conditions 
might very po.ssibly have mM.rove.l Hi the 
Ben d'Or since the periml to which lie 
had had his attenUon directed last sum- 
mer. That the ores of the district iindor 
prceent conditions yielded a hamlsomo 
profit, was in itself sufllcient to convmc 
the world that the district ."'^ 
quartz that it would pay well to ^\(uk, i 
Should also convince the K"veriimen 
tho urgency of giving all the assist in< e 
possible in the nature of roads, hridj-i s 
and trails, for tho oucouragenieiit ot tliw 
Vustry, and tho conseipieiit augment a- 
"ioii of th,> proviiu-ia! revenue and pro- 
vincial prosperity. ( Applausi'.) 

The question was again offered to the 
lly Mr. Speaker, and • ^vas ,^ ; 
.lent that the members on the goMin 
t e 'onld not be tempted to eon- 
r l 10 to the debate, despite the_ mai y 
chaHenges to them to defend their acts 
and policy. . . , 

Allt BOOTH therefore next took tiu 
floor He opened with a sharp condoiu- 
ion of tho Finance AUnister, to whom 
elucidation of many features o tie 
governmonfs course had 
his colleagues, and who now manifested 

1 incliniUion' to "l-iH. the .uom.sed ex- 
nlanatioii or defend himselr from tin 
s "ng attacks of Messrs. Turner and 
McBhillips, and permit tho amendment 
and o on to be decided by the force 
of the government's insignificantly small 
majority. 

Ho took up tho much-criticized eiglit- 
hour law, which, strange to say, hail no 
part in the act as presented to the liou e 

ast session, but had been slipix'd u s 
an amendment at midnight, withou d 
notice and in contravention of all 1 
rul.-s and practice of the house. He 
looked upon such legislation as intring- 

ng direcUy upon the rights of M>orJov 
it said in eftect to the man who ca ne 
to British Columbia with onl.v Ins 
muscle for his capital, ho might only 
utilize a part of this capital for his ad- 
vniicomeiit. The principle _ might be 
good-he would not say that it was not- 
luit the introduction was distinctly fr- 
n-gular; such a law should not have 
be(>ii periH'trated upon the country in 
the maiinor it had. The proper course 
now to lie pursued he held to be the iin- 
mcdiate withdrawal of the legislation in 
ouostioii, and its re-lntrodUction, with 
every niombor fully aware of what was 
contemiilated and intended. It was not 
so imieli the law Itself that was work- 
inir injury to the country, but the exam- 
nle it afforded of slipshod law-making- 
capital could not be tempted to invest- 
ments where so radical changes in the 
law could be introduced and made law 
without notice or obedience to rules. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson- Why weren t 
the opposition alert, as it was their place 
to be? 

Because, :Mr. Booth replied, there was 
at tho time of its passage such an avii- 
huiche of reckless legislation before tlio 
house that they could not watch it all. 
He hadv himself bee.i engaged m trying 
to disentangle tho muddle that the i ro- 
mier had got himself into in the Watoi 
Clauses bill, failing in which the I ro- 
mior (admitting his position when it had 
boon pointed out by the member lor 
North Victoria) had withdrawn that 
inoasure. Ho contended that had it not 
been for tho repudiation policy inaugu- 
rated and carried out by this govern- 
ment, contracts entered into by the late 
gnvenimeut would have been proc-eeded 
with which would have given British 
Coliuuljia ail unprecedented era of pros- 
perity. Instead of seeking now to con- 
struct a road through thi! Kitimaat val- 
ley, the country would nave had a rail- 
way built and in operation iu that local- 
ity. Another great railway would Imvo 
been iu operation from the Boundary 
cniiiitry, and as a seiiueiice of the opera- 
lion of the two, the extension of the 
railway to the nortli end of Vancouver 
Island' would have been imperatively 
deiiuindod. and all the United States 
trade with Alaska and other points in 
tho Northwest would necessarily have 
IKissed through this channel. 

He heartily concurred in the expres- 
sions that had been giyeu of loyalty to 
tho Empirb. -in the.' present crisis, and 
while \ this would soon be, settled^- Jt 
^bjcguBht the lesson to Y'very part^of -tbe

McHltlUl-: also had a shaiTi n- 
l)roof for the goveruinml on what ap- 
peared to be either eawan:i<'e or iiialiility 
to derend--wlia lever it was that liad led 
them to sit silent. He referred to their 
lauK.'utabli- exhibition of weakne.-^^, and 
.iipparent lack of appreciation of their 
duly. He held that the present -would 
lie a lit lime in which to test the feelings 
of tlie people, and coinmeiited thai if they 
had been imbued with stalemanlike nuali- 
ties, or anv (lualities above thotic o£ the 
most paltrv politics, they would have 
•-'one to the people last year when the cir- 
cumstances developed that had brought 
■the third member for Vflncouver to the 
other side of the house. Instead of tak- 
ing the manly couitie, however, they had 
Soue to New Wcsimiuster and consuni- 
IQatcd a deal with u gentleman elected as 
il sU-aight supporter of the Turner party 
— a gentleuian who had opposed the then 
opposition champion, Mr. J. (J. Brown, 
tooth and nail. The government was in 
such straits that it accepted this uiiin 
for one of the moat iuiportaiit portfolios; 
it was in this, as in all its acts, discred- 
ited .in the eyes of the people, and when 
the people had an opportunity of e.Kpri^ss- 
iug their opinion it would be in the re- 
jection of 'the parly opposite so Ihorough-

be found surviving the wreck. Highly 
complimenting Hoif. Mr. .lusticc Irving 
I'or his splendid work as commissioner to 
adjust the Atlin mining disputes, the

While 
the alienation of public lands was alwa.ys 
objected to, and subsidies were eiiually

bia it was necessary for the i>roviiice to 
go to greater lengths than it woiilil be for 
any other of the provinces. Touching the 
proposed partial redistrihution to give a 
member to the Boundary ("reek country, 
ihe'was glad to see that this section of the 
country had so prospered under the en- 
<-ouragement originally given to il under 
the late government, an to reiiuir(.>'1i mem- 
Jiia- of it own. At the same time he 
urged with vigor the eipial claim of At- 
lin to a member, assuring the house that 
this new district has come to slay— that 
it has not only population, but great 
iliiartz mines, railways ami steainei's in 
<-onstriiclioii. every possible evideiu-e lh.it 
il is a country of substance, An extr.-i 
member for Atlin he maintained would 
be onlv in keeping with the principle said 
l(» be 'enunciated in giving the member 
to the HcUHKlary. l'a-s.sing briefly over 
the (luestioii of the amendment of the 
I'oal Mines Regulation and Liquor Li- 
( . use Acts, he took up the need of Dewd- 
nev for a trunk Toad— urging the claim of 
his dlKtrict in this connection with per- 
tinacity and vigor. He ackuowle^,ged the 
assistance that had ben Tendered Inin by 
the member tor Vancouver (Mr, Tisilall i. 
and asked why the ronil had not been 
given ere this. 

Mr. Tisdall-I might say that while 
you w(?re away, 1 attended to the inter- 
ests of your constituents and got that 
trunk road.

After the prelliuluary business had been 
dlspo-sed of, Major Mutter moved that the 
report of the British Columblii Central 
Farmers' Assoclallon for IS!)!) be taken up 

and the various recoinmendiitlons made to 
the government be reconsidered with the 
view to their being again presseil apon the 
at teal ion of the Honorable the Minister of 
-Vgrlculture for action f.hereapon. 

The Attoraey-Ueiieral was asked to sup- 
ply the assoclatloiu with u copy of the Kar- 
luers' lustllute Act. 

The meeting, then adjourned till 2 p.m. 

When the association resumed, after rout- 
ine business, Mr. Splllman spoke at some 
length on the subject uf inducing the far- 
mers to nttend the meeting of the Institute, 
lie said that In Wnshlugton they have day 
meetings only, at v.-lilch as many as three 
or four hundred farmers are brought to- 
gether. 'Xbey never get a man to speak 
near his home, fur It Is Impossible' to gel 
peoide to listen lo hlni, bat they get men 
who are thoroughly conversant with some 
particular subject, and they speiik on that 
alone. 

-Mr. Splllmnn said that In the districts 
where dairying Is the leading Industry It 
was easy to get a good crowd at their 
meetlugs. 

Mr. Miller said that the day sessions had 
never been a success here, for the farmers 
wouhl not attend until after they had got 
through milking. The average attendance 
at the meetings was about thirty. They 
bad been successful In getting the farmers 
to Usten to local speakers. 

ilr. James spoke at some length on iho 
subject of -Instruction for the fanners la 
the dry belt. At present the only w.iy 
to settle many questions In Irrigation and 
other Important suhjects was by •■.viii rl- 
meat. The conditions here were illlfm'ut 
from those In any other part of Canada, 
and the gove'-umeiit should establish uu ex- 
perimental station In the dry belt. 

Mr. Splllman referred to the extensive 
experiments that have been carried on In 
the alkaline lauds of California. He prom- 
ised to publish In Ranch and Itaage a list 
of bulletins on this subject and where they 
eould be proccred. 

Jlr. Collins said agricultural education la 
the public schools should be compulsory. 
It would be a great improvement If teach- 
ers could be got who were more competent 
to teach the theoretical side of agriculture, 
for the boys see the' practical side at home, 
and this Jjecomes uninteresting. He believed 
that If the boys were to be kept on the 
farm the farming must be made more In 
lerestlng. 

Mr. Splllman referred to the In.st riict ions 
In the schools and said that it was his 
opinion that text books have no place ilierp. 
In fact there were no really gooil text bouUs 
on :i-ricnllure. The teachers nl iir.'sriil 
uiM-e not .pUllllled to teach tll<-<e slllijccls. 
Ue would snggesl that a compi^fnt leaclicr 
lie procured to liislruel the teiicliers ai ib-lr 
teachers' Institute metaliigs every year. 

Mr. Miller said that the Canadian thistle 
wiis bccDmlii:; a serious nieuace to the far- 
mers of the province, and that K would 
mill the country If It was not watched. 

.Mr. Miller moved that a committee be ap- 
piilntcd to take up the whole of the Noxious 
Weeds Act. 

At the evening session. Prof. Shult, chem- 
ist of the Dominion experimental fiirni, de- 
livered an address. He said he wished to 
give his hearers some Information that 
would be of some practical use to iheni. 
He thought that the delegates should go 
back to their Institutes with '"onie useful 
Information, and the goveriiincnt wi.iild be 
even niori- willing to Indp them if I: tlnaiglii 
this was being done, l\-irincrs' lustltutcs 
were for the poteclliig ami (list liliiit ing of 
knowledge. The farmer himself was. as a 
rule, not a very well educated luiiu, but he 
was an observant man, who rea<llly, saw the 
advantage of education iind co-operat Uui. 
The people In Canada, as a general thing, 
were a reading people, and therefore the 
distribution of literature had heen.of great 
value to the farmers. The truth ot the 
mailer wiia that there was .a, great deal 
more to learn In agriculture thUn the gen- 
eral run of farmers Imagine,., and while a 
sclentlOc education was not', iiecessary to 
make s successful farmer, it was nccessury 
to know the why, and the wherefore, of a 
great many questions, such as plant nulrl- 
lion and animal nutrition. 

As with everything else, the sideace of 
agriculture should bo learned from the be- 
ginning, and a man should not wait till he 
was past his prime to learn If, but should 
he taught when he was at school, not the 
practl'Mil side o.C the <iuesllon. but the 
theoretical.

The Institutes might even 
he made more ot a farmers' club, with read- 
lugs and niorj social emertalnments of 
that sort. In the United Ktutes they had 
started circulating libraries, and there was 
Lu rcuson why It should not he done here. 

.Mr. Shiitt thought thiit It was better to 
have meetings at a time ot the year when 
the farmers had time to attend, for there 
was nothing so dlscoijraglug us to have only 
one or two turn 'up. 'In Ontario It (bad been 
found that the winter was the best time 
to bold these meetings. In New Brunswick 
they had the finest meetings held in Can 
ada. . Rvery farmers' Institute In the prov 
Ince sent three delegates and they had to 
bring a report ot what had been done In 
their district. This fostered discussion and 
made everyone there take an Interest In the 
proceedings. The "average attendimco w 
about one hundred and iKty. 

In speaking ot .some experiments that had 
been carried on at the experimental farm 
at Ottawa, Mr. Shutt spoke about having 
tested the soil from different parts of lirit 
Isli Colniiibla, and having found that there 
were practically three classes of soil, tlrst 
the soil of the Delta, or laud around the 
marshes and the months of the 
second, the soil from the higher lauds; and 
third, the soil from the hills, the higher the 
soli the more .suudy and the less fertile It 
was. All those soils were deficient li 
luinius (or semi-decayed vegetable tissue) 
and lime. The soli to raise good croiis 
should be cither neutral or alkaline. iMr. 
Sliutt described some simple method; 
which the farmer could tell If the soil 
was .acid and could detect the presence of 
lime. To detect acid In soil all that was 
necessary was to place a handful of the 
soli lo be tested la a tniuliler of water 
ami dip a ple.-e of hliie Ilimiis paper III 111 
wati'r. If the soil was add the paiier would 
inrii red. To test for lime, luiur otf most of 
the water and piuir ou some slron. 
If there was liiiie In the soil there would 
lie elfer\-csceiii.e. 1 1' ,voU h;ul a soil that 
acid and eoiilaliied no lime yiui wuuld gel 
•I ;,'i).hI resull by giving the gruuud 
lug of lliiie.

.Mr. Hiiywai'd thonghl that the fanners 
should be allowed to use the carts that 
they now had, hut that the dealers should 
not be allowed to sell carts with narrow 
tires. 

Mr. Palmer said that there were condi- 
tions under ivblch narrow tires could be 
used without Injuring the roads. In the 
dry season when the roads were hard, he 
thought that narrow tires could do no 
harm. 

The mot loll was carried. 

Mr. Orahuiu iiiaile the following motion: 
■'That la the interest of the Fi-ult Growers' 
Ass.jclailon of llrltlsk Columbia It Is de-

MOTIVE FOR THE POISONING. 

Evidence to HShowV That Packet Was 
Sent to Rival in Love ot the 
Accused. 

New York, ,1an. 1").— To-day for the 
lirst time in tlie trial of .Molineux for the 
murder of Mrs. Kalheriue .1. AJaius, evi- 
dence was introduced by the state for the 
jiurpoeo of proving, if possible, the mo- 
tive for the killing. 

Thia tnoniins-Bilitn the c<iurt convened 
for the comniencemeiit of llic tenth week, 
there was but one woman iu the room 
and that woman was colored. .Naturally 
there was considerable speculation as to 
her identity, as she had not heretofore 
lig-ured in the case. The mystery wtis 
heightene<l by the statement of-assifltaut 
(Ustrict attorney Collins that she would 
tell a good many things not heretofore 
brought ou t. When she was called to the 
stand it transpired that the witness was 
Rachel Green, of Washington, and that 
Hhe bad at one time lived at 207 West 
ri'ith street, where a Mrs. Bell lived. 
Being asked if she knew tlie del'en<lant, 
she replied that she knew Mr. Cbese- 
borough who livied there with Mrs. 
Ohtvseliorough. As'^ted if she saw Mr. 
Chesehorongh in the room, ehe pointed 
her linger straiglit at Molineux and ex- 
claiiiieci, "Tliat's the m.in." 

All eyes ill the court-room were on thi! 
recorder when he inquired as to wliy the 
testiniony -\vas material. Assistant dis- 
trict attorney Osborne proiniilly rei>lied 
that he would show thai the evidence 
was germane liy the next witiiesti. He 
added: "We have proved that the dofeii- 
(lant lived with Blanche Cheseborough in 
lSi)7, and will now prove that after a 
while anotlier man interviMU'd." 

Minnie Kelts, anotlier colored woniaii. 
testiliecl that she had been employed as 
waitress, ami had tended the door at Mrs. 
It.'llinger's in West Kiul avenue, and that 
Miss Blanche Chesebonmgh hud lived 
there, but that «he went away in the 
summer of 1808. Witness testified that 
she never saw Mr. Molineu.K until after 
l.e was married to Blanche Chese- 
borough. Asko<l if any other man ever 
called on her there, witness replied in 
the afflrmative. To the question of 
what he looked like, Mr. Weeks objected, 
and the objection was sustained by the 
court. 

Mr. Osborne tlien said that he propdn- 
ed to show that from Novenilier, 1807. to 
.January, 185)8, the defendant and the 
woman whom he afterwards married liv- 
ed there as man and wife, before the.v 
were married, and were so known at '2r>~ 
West 75tli street; thai Bhiuche Cliese- 
borough tjien went to live at 257 West 
End ave., and lived there alone; that the 
defendant dropped out of sight and was 
not heard of until they were married; 
that there wa« another caller on Blanche 
Chcseborougli before she marricHl the de- 
fendant; and that that man was H. C. 
Barnet. Mr. Osborne, in the way of ex- 
lilanation ot a motive, said that be had 
shown a system in the Cornish case in 
tlie hiring of the letter-boxes and the 
writing of letters to medical concerns, 
and that he would show a similar system 
in the Barnet case. The recorder finally 
sustained the objection to a description 
of the male caller on Miss Cheseborough. 
Mr. Oshorne was, however, afterwards 
allowed to show the witness a picture of 
H. 0. Barnet. After an iiispe<.'Uon of the 
lihotORraph of Barnet, the witness said it 
looked like the man tvho called on Miss 
Cheseborough, btit that she covdd not re- 
member positively.

Chinatown. 



Health Officials Unanimous 
That Safety of City De- 
mands Such Action. 

Extra Precautions Being Taken 
at William Head-Dr. 
Fraser's Views. 



,The special repoil of Health Ofllcer 
Eraser upon the unsanitary condition of 
Chinatown presented to the board of 
.'ildcrmon at Monday evening's session 
and published in the Colonist yesterday 
was the subject' of much comment on 
the streets yesterday. The majority of 
Victorians have been well aware for 
years post that conditions in the Chinese 
quarter were most abominable, but it 
was not believed that any real and 
grave danger to the health of the com- 
munity existed. The spread ot the 
dread bubonic plague in Oriental ports 
and its arrival nt Honolulu, however, 
has produced some alarm lest the dis- 
ease should gain a foothold here, and 
Dr. Fraser's reiiort corroborates the 
worst tears that Chinatown's unsanitary 
i-oiiditioii constitutes a grave menace at 
this time. 

With tli(> olijeet ot getting more inl'or- 
malion from Dr. Eraser as to what he 
thinks ought to be done al this time to 
copi' Willi tlic> evil, a (>)lonist reporter 
yesterday waited on that gentleman. 
i)r. Eraser readily explained the situa- 
tion. Chinatown has been in a drcad- 
fnlly unsanitary condition for years, and 
the liiws on the Statute book intended 
to meet the case are inadequate. The 
Chinese are very secretive, and it is 
next to impossible for the authorities to 
get information from Uiem as to who is 
responsible for the existence of the 
nuisances complained of. There are at 
least 100 wooden shacks, explained Dr. 
Eraser, in the quarter which are entirely 
unfit for human habitation, owing to 
their extreme filtliiness. Now, these 
shacks should be destroyed, and provi- 
sion is made by law for their destruc- 
tion. But what happens when the sani- 
tary ofllcials decide to lake action under 
the present regulations'.' A visit is paid 
to one of the shacks in question. The 
door is found locked. There is no re- 
sjionse to knocks for admittance. The 
ofllcials iiromptly kick down the door. 
Peering inside through the snnoke-Iaden 
atmosphere, four or five crouching creat- 
ures are descried smoking opium. 
" Where's the boss'.'" query the officials. 
Perhaps tlie answer is " Him gone out," 
or " No sabee." In any case no infor- 
mation, nine times out of ten, can be 
obtained tlicrc as to the owner of the 
building, so the ofllcials depart. The 
next step is to lind the registered owner 
of the building. Perhaps he is iu the 
Klondike or the Old Country. The 
agent claims he has no authority to incur 
expense. For it must be remembered 
that tlie work of pulling down the con- 
demned shacks must be paid for by the 
owner, lessee <ir agent of the building. 
So the law is balked. Now Dr. Eraser 
wants this system changed. He wants 
the sanitary oflicers empowered to con- 
demn any building unlit for occupancy, 
regardless of who the owner may be or 
where be may be, and the city to pay 
for the expense Incurred in its destnie- 
lion. As the work will be somewhat 
cxti'iisive, he suggests the appointment 
of three commissioners to attend to it. 
Such are Dr. Fraser's views. 

Dr. Watt agrees with Dr. Eraser that 
the condition of Chinatown deiuaiuls 
immediate attention. In its present 
liltliy stale it would be a perfect breed- 
ing idace for infectious diseases. While 
there is little likelihood of the bubonic 
plague olitaiiiing entry here, still it must 
be renieniliered that tlie disease has 
proved iiarticularly fatal atnong Chinese 
in the Orient, the deaths being over ft'l 
rier cent, ot the cases nt Hongkong.
